xlter talking the auhject over with him, 
iecided to stake him a member of the 
commiMioo. 

It was also believed by the prieident 
that the name of Mr HterenaoD would 
gire the cunimlaaieii great weight abroad. 

Among the earneet advocate* of the 
election of Mr. Paine were Senatore 
Hoar, AlUeoo endCbendlrr, all of whom 
talked with the president on the subject 
aod recommi’ndi“d him as a man who 
would materially aid the cause of bimet¬ 
allism. 

It baa been generally conceded for 
some time past that Benatar Wolcott 
would be one of tbe commissioners, as 
his hardest work sint'e tbe election has 
been in the direction of bringing ibeut 
hn International agreement. 

Senator Wolcott Is very hopeful of 
luocees. He looks forward to hard work, 
but says from what he learned while 
abroad last year he ia most sanguine of 
rssnlu. Senator Wolcott Mid today 
that gold standard countries would op¬ 
pose any further depreciation of silver, 
and eflurta were now beiug made to pre¬ 
vent any further fall of silver In India. 
Alao. that tbe demand for gold in .lapan 
in eatablisliing a gold standard would 
cause a drain of gold f lom Euro|»e which 
would l>e resisted by gold countries. 

Seuator Wolcott further said that 
there appears to be a mistaken impression 
that the eummissiun Is appointed with 
Uie purpore in view of having it repre- 
Mnt the Poited States at a conference 
only. While the commission might be 
utilized in that way if a conference 
should be held, its first work it to be of 
a purely diplomatii- character, looking 
entirely to securing Ruropean <'o opera¬ 
tion. The commission expect to leave 
this country about the middle of May, 
and immediately u)>on their arrival in 
Kurope will set tbemselves to that task. 
Whether there shall be a conference at 
all will depend upon how the advances 
of tbe commlaaleners are received by the 
principal powers.

Firstof all there is the new convert's 
Joy. It ia oe tame thing to become a 
Cbrisi'au. The moat trciiiendoui luo* 
oisnt in a man's Hfc is when he siir* 
tenders himself to tlod. The grandest 
time (ID the father’s homestead ia wben 
the boy comes back. Among the great 
throng who in the parlors of our 
church professed Christ one night was 
ayouug Ilian who next luoroiug rang 
my duoi bell and said: “Mir. 1 can not 
conlaio myself with the Joy t 
feel, I isme here this morning 
to express it 1 have found more 
Joy iu tfve minutes in serving 
(rod than in all the years of ray prodi* 
gsLty, and I came to say ao." You 
have seen perhaiM a man ruuuing for 
His temporal liberty and the ofUccra of 
the law after biro, and you aaw him 
■'seai«, or afterward yon hear the 
udge had pardoned him, and how 
great was the glee of that resenod 
man; but it is a very tame thing that 
eomparrd with the running for one's 
averiaatlog life, the terrors of the law 
after him. and Christ coming in to par* 
doo and bless aad resoue save. 

Yuereuismber John Biinyan in his 
great story tell* bow the pilgrim put 
hla fingers to hla ears aod ran, crying:

baa eatea the rioa.” And ha waa slain. 
Ah! tbo cruely of a soeaa like that 
Our Ood is not a sultan, not a despot, 
but a Father -kind, loving, forgiving, 
and be makes aH heaven ring again 
when a prodigal oomea back. “1 have 
ao pleaanre,'* Ue says, “in the death 
of him that dieth." All may be saved.

It ia a 
Joy deeper than all depth and higher 
than all height, and wider than alt 
width, and vaster than all imroraaity. 
It overtops, it undrrgirda, it out¬ 
weighs nil the united apU-ndor and 
Joy ot the universe, and who can tell 
what Uod'a Joy is? You remember 
reading tha alory ot a king, who on 
some great day of festivity scattered 
silver and gold among the people, who 
sent valuable preseots to his courtiers; | 
but methinks. when a soul comes . 
back, Uod ia ao glad that to eipreaa 
His joy Hr fling-i out new worlds Into 
spac-e. and kindlev up new suns, and 
rolls among the whitc-robed anthems 
of the reitoemed a greater hallelujah, 
while with a voice that reververstes 
among the mountains of frankincense 
and Is echoed back from the everlaat- 
ing gates lie cries: -'Thia my son, was 
dead, and he la alive agalnf 

At the opening of the cxpoaltion in 
New (Irleans I saw a .Mexican flutist, 
and he played the solo, and then after¬ 
ward the C'ght or ten bands of music, 
aecompanied by the grsat organ came 
in; but the sound of that one flute as 
oompared with all the orchestras waa 
greater than all the combined Joy of 
the universe when compared with the 
resounding heart of Almighty Uod.

hand and foot in evil habits emancie 
patOd, I re/jii^ over It as though il 
wcr« my own rmaoeipatiea.
